The business philosophy of downward 
tariff revision is summed by the Kansas 
City Times in a single sentence; "What- 
ever helps the consumer helps those who 
supply the consumer." 

If the prosperity of the United States 
were dependent upon any one group of 
men or interests, what particular wel- 
fare would be a guarantee of the com- 
mon good, then the special favors which 
the high tariff has granted might be de- 
fensible, if not praiseworthy. But the 
fact is that the prosperity of this coun- 
try depends upon the welfare of the av 
erage citizen— the average laborer, the 
rmer and merchant and busi 
whatever his pursuit may be. 
It is from those unknown and innumer- 
able little streams that the great tides of 
commerce gather volume and How free- 
ly onward with enriching power. And 
so any system that burdens or hinders 
their course is inexpedient as well as 
unjust. 

The high protective tariff has been 
maintained on the fallacious theory that 
the way lo make the nation prosperous 
is to tax the rank and tile of the con- 
sumer for the benefit of a comparatively 
few special interests. The result has 
been prosperity of a kind, no doubt: but 
not ihe kind of prosperi.y that counts 
for national strength and progress. The 
important thing is, as President Wilson 
has so aptly said, not that the major- 
ity of the people shall be permitted to 
share in the prosperity of a few, but 
that they shall be free to originate pros- 
perity of their own. 

This is the great heritage of business 
liberty which a thorough downward re- 
vision of the tariff will vouchsafe. By 
overthrowing monopoly, it will open the 
way for individual enterprise and initi- 
ative. By lifting a tax from the income 
of the average man and the average fam- 
ily, it will clear and quicken the com- 
mon channels of trade The country 
awaits the effect of the pending tariff 
bill, which now seems assured of an ear- 
ly passage, not only with confidence and 
equanamity, but also with hope, for bet- 
ter times. "Speculative business of 
Wall Street," as the Times says, "may 
be as fearful now as it always is when 
any change is coming. But you cannot 
make merchants afraid of a condition 
that means there will be more money to 
spend and more people that have it to 
spend it. Whatever helps the consumer, 
helps those who supply the consumers.

It is with great reluctance, that 1 
find it necessary to defend for the 
second time, in my race for the Demo- 
cratic nomination for superintendent 
of Schools, the legality or my certili- 
cate of eligibility to that office which, 
has been questioned by one of my op- 
ponents namely, II. H. Brock. 1 re-

struction Barksdale Hamlett himself, 
does not render illegal the certilicate 
helu by myself. 

The new law of 1912 covering the 
eligibility of candidates for this office 
reads as follows: "There shall be a 
county superintendent of common 
schools in each county of the Stale 
who shall be possessed of good moral 
character and ability to manage the 
common school interests of the county 
efficiently. He shall possess a good 
English education and shall be com- 
petent to examine the teachers who 
shall apply to teach the common 
schools in the county. He shall be 
twenty-four years old at Hie lime of 
qualifying, a citizen of Kentucky, 
shall have resided two years next pro- 
ceeding the election in this state and 
one year in the county for which lie is 
■ candidate. No person shall be eligi- 
ble to the office ol county superintend- 
ent unless he shall hold from Ihe State 
Board of Examiners, a Stale diploma 
or a Slate certificate which will not 
expire during his proposed term of 
olllce; or a certilicate of qualification 
which shall in all respects, be the 
equivalent of a State certilicate issued 
by the Stale Board of Examiners, on a 
personal examination held at the State 
Capitol on the last Friday and Satur- 
day in May and June next preceding 
the election of County Superintend* 
ents." 

This act was signed by the Governor 
on March 18, 1912, is the present law 
governing the qualification of candi- 
dates for the office of superintendent of 
common schools. 

I hold s State Certificate issued to 
me by the State Board of Examiners, 
three years ago, which does not expire 
until 1918, or six months after the 
expiration of the term of office, for 
which I am a candidate. 

The original certificate is in my pos- 
session; there is a public record of it 
in the office of the State Superintend- 
ent at Frankfort, which has been certi- 
fied by that office, and heretofore pub- 
lished. 1 desire also, in this connec- 
tion, to quote from a letter dated July 
19, 1913, addressed to myself, and 
signed by the Superintendent of Public 
Instructions which fully shows the 
legality of my certificate, and that he 
concurs in my view of the matter 
"Any Slate certificates issued by the 
State Board of Examiners is legal in 
any county, as long as the local County 
Superintendent allows it to remain in 
force. 

For your guidance in the matter of 
the legal qualifications of a candidate 
for County Superintendent, 1 quote 
from the act of 1912: "No person shall 
be eligible to the office of County Su- 
perintendent, unless he shall hold 
from the State Board of Examiners, a 
State certificate, whicn will not expire 
during the proposed term of office, or a 
certificate of qualification which shall 
in all respects, be the equivalent of a 
State certificate issued by the State 
Board of Examiners, etc." 

Y'our certificate does not expire dur- 
ing the proposed term of office and as 
long as it is adjudged a legal certificate 
by the County Superintendent of your 
county, you are legally qualified to 
hold the office of County Superin- 
tendent." 

The original of this letter can be seen 
by anyone desiring to see it.
